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Keeping in Shape 



Yesterday's Daily gave lark of condition as the cause of the 
poor showing McGill hockey players made during the holidays, 
and offered some ad\ ice which every man in the University as well 
as the players should lake to heart. There is alw ays a tendency 
among College men, as the season advances, to neglect all fornix of 
strenuous exercise. The one extreme is the man who is di-votcd to 
his work, has a full time table, and allows liinisolf to oinil regular 
recreation periods; the other is too la/y to do more than stroll from 
his diggings to the Union and from the lecture room to the show. 
Between these we have all types of sallow f.'.re.*. There arc many 
students who have gone in for heavy exercise during .school days, or 
for active sports during the autumn session; football, harrier run- 
ning and heavy gymnastics have lasting effects. Tliese men find 
their muscles hard and their wind and digestion apparently still 
sound, and think no more exercise need be taken till the next sum- 
mer vacation. This is a mistaken notion; much clearer brains and 
niore effective work result where regular light exercise is kepi up all 
season, even through exam. week. It is too late to realise one's lack 
of condition when the spring thaw brings a dose of grippe, nor are 
two drills a week with an occasional stroll in addition suffirjcnt. 
Skating and mountain sports loi the outdoor man, gymnasium 
classes and basketball for the others, a couple of hours spent at these 
each week will not be missed and certainly never regretted. Stop 
and think if it isn't laziness instead of pressure of work that keeps 
you away, from that gym. class.

Though 
not »0 spectacular as footb,ill or hnrkey. spcrlators at ba.sketliall 
matches never feel their time is being wasted; it is unfortunate that 
diit sport is not better known. Basketball requires more quickness, 
equally good physical condition, and-almo.«t as much skill as foot- 
ball, lays one less open to major injuries, and has the additional ad- 
vantage that a man (or woman) can become proficient enough in 
tliis game to enjoy it and be some use in a comparatively short 
time. Moreover, the fart of its being played in a near-by gymna- 
sium and the shortness of the practice periods puts it within the 
reach of every student. By no means its least recommendation 
either, is the fact that the percentage of spectators of basketball 
matches who are also actually players is larger than in most .sports. 
For these reasons it is to be hoped that a full measure of.suppqrt 
will be given the McGill club this winter.

MOURNS THE DEATH OF JOHN ABBOTT 

LIEUT. ABHOir WAS A i'OPl'LAR OFFICKK IN 
THK KKv^.i.MKNT AND HELD PROMINENT OF- 
FICES .\BOUT THE COLLEGE. 



On Saturday morning, December 1 9th. John Abbott dio*.! in 
the Royal \ ictoria 1 lospital from ■\\\ \n\v\y nwivotl in a class 
tootbdll team-game and aggravated by route-marches with tlie Mc- 
Gill Battalion. He had contracted blood-poisoning, and was tak- 
en to the hospital early in December. It was not long before \>e 
heard that there was only a fighting chance for his reco\ery, yet 
none of us could realize how serious his condition >vas. and no one 
doubted but thai he would ultinialoly be u illi u> again. He was 
the best known man in the Faculty of Arts, being President of the 
Arts' Undergraduate Society, and an outstanding figure in athle- 
tics. He was President of Arts ' 1 5 in his Junior year, besides 
holding many other offices. W hen the McGill Regiment was 
formed John was one of the throe undergraduates who became 
Commissioned Officers. 

He resaidcd his work in the Regiment as a sacred duty, and 
as a result, he w as \\ orkins? night and day. He .spared neither time 
nor energy to make hinisell an efficient officer. The senior officers

junior men. It was his intention to jjo to the front in the spring, and 
he was of the type to have been a great credit, had he lived, to the 
McGill Regiment on foreign duty. 

In every phasr of rollpge life John Abbott was actKely engag- 
ed. He took a keen interest, and participated in every branch ol 
athletics. In his academic work he always did splendidly, win- 
ning The MacKenzie L.xhibition in his sophomore year. He was 
on the Editorial Board of the Annual for 1915, and often contri- 
buted to the columns of the McGill Daily. 

His death will br mourned by the entire student body, espe- 
cially by the Arts Faculty, and still more particularly by the class 
of Arts '15, When his deathwas announced his classmates 
rushed bark from their holidays to pay tribute to one whose loss 
they so deeply deplored and mourned. 

The cortege, formed of a firing party, made up of the platoon 
which he had commanded, followed by a procession of friends and 
rlass-matps, arrompanipd the gun-carriage to the cemetery. The 
grave had been dug undei a tail elm, which seemed to have been 
placed there by a special Providence to mark the last resting place 
of one of Mr(. lilTs highest types of manhood. Around it the cor- 
tege gathered, while the funeral service was read in the twilight of 
a wintry day. TTie three volleys, which have marked so many an 
historical burinl, werp the signal for his interment, and the sounding 
of the "last call," which followed, left an impression which will not 
soon fade from the minds of those who heard it.
